Washington, D. C., June 29.—After 


making three unsuccessful efforts to 
get his new aeroplane into air today, 
‘Orville Wright made a short flight, 
encircling the Fort Meyer aerodrame. 

Lack of power, due to a loose spark 
control, was finally determined upon 
by the two Wrights as the cause for 
the refusal of the machine to fly for 
more than a few hundred feet beyond 
the end of the starting rail. 

“A fiying machine is like a horse,” 
said Wilbur Wright, after the trial. 
‘If it’s new, you have to get used 
to it before it will go just as you want 
it to. You have to learn its pecull- 
arities. I am giad we learned what 
the trouble is and after a few more 
tfials you will see some fun.” 

There was hardly a breath of air 
when the machine was taken out of 
its shed and placed on the starting 
track shortly after 5 o'clock. The 
motor was given a test and it worked 
very asmoothiy. The weight was then 
“hauted to the top of she starting 
tower and the rope to which it is 
attached was fastened to the aero-

Hverything being in readiness, Wil- 
bur Wright and Taylor, the mechanic, 
éach stationed himself at one of the 
Propellers, ready to turn it, like 
“cranking” an auto.

This staterment will be submitted to 
the general assembly as Chairman Mc- 
Lendon’s answer to the charges of the 
former governor. 

Has Not Changed Policy. 

Chairrian McLendon makes emphatic 
denial of the charge that he has 
changed his opinion or policy on “any 
matters concerning the regulation of 
railroads in this state.” 

He first deals with the general 
charge that he has “abandoned the 
policies of the Macon platform,” by 
citing the various reforms for which 
he stood prior to the election and 
which have been enacted into law. 

Amonc these reforms which he cites

This too, was un- 
success{ul, but for two hours, 
whole district was in a state of up- 
roar, the police dispersing the crowds 
and arresting women by the whotesale. 
The windows of many of the govern- 
ment buildings were smashed with 
stones wrapped in paper. 

Altogether 112 women were arrested 
including Mrs. Pankhurst, Mrs. Solo- 
mon, Mrs. ,Haverfield, daughter of 
Lord Abinger, Miss Margeésson, daugh- 
ter of Lady Margescon;: Miss Maud 
Joachim, niece of the. violinist, and 
many other prominent women. 

London is aceustomed to suffragette 
raids on parliament, but announce- 
ment of tonight's determined effort to 
force Premier Asquith’s hand attract- 
ed an enormous crowd. 


Soleons Watched the Scene. 


All avenues of approach to the par- 
liament building were cordoned by po- 
lice.

Williams dieq instantly. There are 
four wounds in his body, and it is not 
certain whether two wounds were 
caused by the same bullet or whether 
the shot which struck Beardsley also 
struck Williams. 

Two of these were in the head, 
botn might have been caused by the 
Same shot, a 32-caliber, from an Iver- 
Johnson pistol; one in the muscle which 
goes from the neck to the shoulder, and 
the fourth about half-way down the 
back and on the right-hand side. 

There is a -bullet-hole in the closet 
door, which was beyond Williams and 
in the line of fire from Bain’s pistol. 

It is stated there has been iil feeling 
between the brokers for a couple of 
years, and it is further stated that a 
letter was expected from the home of. 
fice which would have, furnished 
them separate rooms. * 

How the Trouble Began. 

According to Charles Beardsley, the 
eye-witness, the trouble which pre- 
ceded the killing grew out of a card 
which was posted on Williams’ desk 
by him last week and which, during 
his absence from the city, was changed 
and which Williams charged Bain with 
changing. 

When Williams went to Rockmart 
last week to attend an Epworth 
League meeting, he wrote a card and 
placeq it on his desk. It was ag fol- 
lows: 

“Out of the city. Will be back Mon- 
day, June 26. If anything pertaining 
to insurance, please call at No. 309, this 
building, and Mr. Lewis will attend to 
it for me. E. G. WILLIAMS.” 

When he returned to his office Mon- 
day, the card, which had been written 
with a blue pencil, had been changed 
by the insertion of the words, in black 
pencil, “at Milledgeville,” between 
“city and will,” and. by the addition of 
“possibly” after “June 28,” so that it 
read altogether: 

“Out of the city, at Milledgeville;

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CURPORATIONS IN ARMS 
AGAINST TAFT SCHEME.. 


Washington, June 29.—A flood 
of telegram nearly equalling that 
which swamped the wires during 
the anti-pass fight is pouring in 
upon senators in opposition to 
the corporation tax amendment. 

Most of the telegrams come 
from persons interested in build- 
ing and loan associations, but 
practically every character of 
corporation is represented. Most 
of the senators have received 
from twelve to fifty telegrams 
today and some at least 100. It 
became evident that there is an 
organized mevement throughout 
the country in opposition to the 
corporation tax amendment. 

In view of the vehement pro- 
tests some senators who are 
pledged to vote for the admin- 
istration program said today they 
are feeling some concern as to 
the wisdom of their course. It 
is admitted that there are com- 
paratively few members who fa- 
vor the corporation tax amend- 
ment in spite of the fact that a 
canvass shows that fifty-two re- 
publicans will vote for it.

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NO GUILTY BRAND 
FOR BRANDENBURG 


Magazine Writer Is Ac« 
quitted of Larceny Charge. 


Brandenburg Was Accused of 
Selling a Spurious Article. 
Credited to Grover ‘Cleve- 
land, to New York Paper. 


New York, June 29.—- Although 
Broughton Brandenburg was acquittec 
here today on the charge of grand 
larceny in connection with the sale of 
an alleged spurious letter of Grover 
Cleveland to The New York Times, 
he had only a few minutes of freedom. 
Before leaving the courtroom he was 
rearrested and will be taken to St. 
Louis next week for trial on a charge 
of kidnaping his stepson, James Shep- 
pard Cabanne III. The maximum pen- 
alty for kidnaping in Missouri is life 
imprisonment. The author was taken 
back to the Tombs in default of $5,000 
bail to await the arrival of Missouri 
officers. 

The verdict of acquittal today was 
reached by the jury within a few min- 
utes after the presiding judge had 
charged them that the question of the 
genuineness of Cleveland's signature 
was immaterial and that even the 
question of the genuineness of the 
article was only a secondary consider- 
ation. The primary consideration, he 
told them, was whether the defendant 
had stolen $500, the price paid for the 
article by The New York Times. They 
must acquit the defendant, he con- 
tinued, if they found that The Times 
had not relied on Brandenburg’s state- 
ments as to the genuineness of the 
article, but had relied rather on the 
representation of F. S. Hastings, one 
of the Cleveland executors, whom they 
consulted before purchasing the artf- 
cle. 

The extradition papers for Branden- 
bure’s transfer to St. Louis are now in 
the hands of Governor Hughes at AIl- 
bany. Brandenburg wag found in San 
Francisco with the Cabanne boy, whom 
he had picked up ie St. Louis shortly 
after having jumped his bail in New 
York.

[STORY OF THE KILLING — 
AS TOLD BY EYE-WITNESS 


When seen at his home, 72 West 
Baker street, where he was taken in 
a cab shortly after the affair, Charles 
B. Beardsley, traveling representa- 
tive. of the insurance firm, told The 
Constitution the following story of the 
killing as he saw it: 

“I was in the main office next door 
to the office in which were the desks 
of Mr. Bain and Mr. Williams when 
I heard a quarrel going on between 
the two men. That was about 5 o'clock. 
Knowing the trouble between them, I 
hurried into the room where they were. 
They were engaged in a dispute over 
the card, and I heard Mr. Bain say: ‘I 
am.an old man, 68 years of age, and 
you would not have slapped my face 
the other day if you had been a man.’ 

“He was then standing by his desk 
and Mr. Williams took & step or so 
toward it. Bain wheeled and shot 
once, the bullet striking me in the right 
wrist and for a moment knocking me 
down. I heard about two other shots 
and as soon as I could rushed toward 
Mr. Bain and took hold of the pistol 
with my left hand, wrenching it from 
his grasp. The pistol burnt my hand. 
I don’t know whether it was shot while 
in my hand or whether it was just 
hot from the shooting. 

“Once after Williams was down Mr. 
Bain shot him, and 1 heard Williams

yell twice. My wrist was bleeding pro- 
fusely and I rushed out of the office 
with the pistol in my hand and went

the wound dressed. On the way to the 
doctor's office I handed the pistol to

“Practically ever since Mr. Williams 
came into the office two years ago; 
there has been trouble between the 
two men—mostly- over trivial matters. 
I arrived at the office in the morning 
about 9 o'clock and heard Williams 
ask Mr. Bain about the card he found 
on his desk. ‘No, I don’t know any- 
thing about it,’ said Mr. Bain, ‘it seems 
that you must accuse me of every- 
thing that comes up.’ 

“The two men then went about their 
work again and the trouble blew over 
until the killing. 

“I didn’t see Williams in the office 
prior to the time when the quarrel 
in the afternoon began. There was no 
trouble of consequence between Mr. 
Bain and anyone else in the office. He 
and Mr. Williams just seemed unable 
to get along together.”

Washington, June 29.—A call on na- 
tional depository banks for a return to 
the treasury, government funds  ag- 


Sregating approximately $25,000,000 
was made today by Secretary of the 
Treasury MacVeagh. Of this amount, 
$9,000,000 has been called for July 
15, and $16,000,000 for August 15. 

Balances in all active depositories 
are uniformly reduced to the lowest 
amount which the daily needs of the 
government will permit. 

This call will practically wipe out 
all of the deposits of government 
funds in national banks subject to 
check by the treasury except about 
$37,000,000, which is held in active 
account and to meet checks 
of the government disbursing offi- 
cers and $1,000,000 which will be al- 
lowed to remain in $1,000 lots in such 
of the one thousand smaller national 
banks as-desire to retain their desig- 
nation as -naticnal bank depositories. 

The working balance today is more 
than $43,000,000, which will be increased 
by the call to approximately $68,000,- 
000. The low state of the govern- 
ment working balance made its 
strengthening a necessity and thus 
augmented, the treasury department 
will have ample funds for at least 
some months. 

It is expected, however, that before 
the coming December an additional! is- 
gue of Panama bonds, or the further 
{ssue of treasury receipts of indebted- 
ness will be found necessary.

PERFECT SE WAGE FACILITIES : OR—THE PENALTY. 

No censure can be laid at the door of Mayor Maddox, City Engineer 
.: Clayton or other of the responsible municipal officials, if the next year does 
8 sewerage problem. 

As related in The Constitution, options have been closed for three tracts 
of land upon which it is proposed to-erect septic tanks for the sanitary dis- 
posal of the entire sewage output of the city. 

This final preliminary chapter follows the securing of a tentative report 
from Rudolph Herin, of New York, foremost among the sanitary engineers of 
the country, in which he outlined the needs of the city and drafted prov‘sional 
plans for the installation of a system completely covering them. | 

On the 5th of July Mr. Herin will arrive in Atlanta with finished de- 
tails for the plant.. He will find all preparations in readiness for the final 
stage, so that his task will simply resolve itself into crystallizing complete 
working designs for the guidance of the forces charged with the actual labor. 

It has been the contention of this paper that it would be folly and time 
wasted to postpone preliminary preparations until the bonds essential to 
the carrying out of the plan had been actually authorized by the people. 

All the precursory impedimenta has been cleared away, largely through 
the initiative of City Engineer Clayton in making exhaustive topographica! 
coarts of the territory to be covered, and in working out such local details 
as were imperative for the full information of Mr. Herin. The activity of 
Mayor Maddox has been instrumental in bringing the situation to a focus, 
and his administration will receive largely the credit for solving a problem 
that has perplexed many consecutive city executives and councils. 

Familiar by reiteration and personal experience with the .gravity of the 
situation and the means for remedying it, the people of Atlanta now face 
this elemental alternative: 

The ratification and materialization of the plans, now virtually compicted, 
for disposing in a sanitary manner of every particle of sewerage refuse of the 
city; or— 

Combatting accumulating damage suits, imminent, 


already inevitably

j the projected improvements. 


Cleanliness and health on the one side; endless litigation and heavy 
' penalties on the other. 


As between these issues, the choice should not be slow nor difficult!

THE HEAT HERE AND ELSEWHERE. 


With the sun riding like a fiery, pitiless demon over the cities and 
states of the north and the east and the boasted altitudes of the west, At- 
lanta and those communities placed high on the Piedmont plateau may well 
commiserate less forsunate portipns of America and thank the overruling 
destinies that so mercifully mitigate the hardships of summer to this 
region. 

For the past .en days the daily press has carried appalling reports of 
the ravages of heat in New York, Washington, Philadelphia, Chicago and 
even in elevated Denver, whose inhabitants have been wont to boast of the 
lenient temperatures coming from the encircling Rockies. 

In the more squalid districts of the metropolis, mothers and their infants 
gasp for breath upon beds improvised upon sidewalks, in parks and on fire- 
escapes, while the closing of each day swells the roster of lives taken by 
the inescapable heat and the accompanying humidity. 

The story is repeated in Chicago, with a record of ten prostrations for 
one day, and with the entire city sweltering and writhing under a \{sitation 
that brings business almost to a standstill. 

In Colorado, notable far and near for its elevated latitudes, wrecks are 
caused on two railroads due to rails expanding from the intense and unre- 
mittent heat. From Denver the news comes that that usually placid city is 
blistering in a heat that has not been equalled for ten years. 

Everywhere, outside of the south, the story is the same, varying only in | 
degrees of severity. 

No cne will deny, of course, that it has been hot in Atlanta and those 
portions of north Georgia enjoying the same climatic conditions. But we have 
yet to hear of heat prostrations in this city, in north Georgia, or, in fact, from 
any portions of the state.

Enjoying a climat2 that makes this city and its environs virtually a year- 
round health resort, we are in possession of an asset of incalculable value, as 
must appear from the record of the _ few days.

THE PSYCHOLOGY OF RACIAL HYSTERIA. 


Commenting upon the Sigel tragedy in Greater New York, The Constitu- 
tion a few days ago stressed the observation that the widespread resent- 
‘ment arose not so much over the innate atrocity of the act itself, as from 
the peculiar racial elements. 

The New York World, which is not apt to err on the side of conservatism, 
expresses-views even more advanced, The following fragment is worth 
quoting, since it sheds an auxiliary sidelight on different phases of the same 


problem in the metropolis and the southern states: 

The amount of moral hysteria excited by the murder of Elsie Sigel 
is amazing to contemplate. As on e police official has expressed it, “It’s 
rather dangerous for perfectly res pectable Chinese to mind their own 
business these days.” The atroci ous criMe is deplorable from what- 
ever point of view. But it is not n ecessary in condemning it to lose all 
sense of proportion. It is in no s ense “characteristic.” As the Chinese 
charge d'affaires at Washington s ays, the Chinese in this countr¢? have 
Pond rarely if at all been know n to commit murder against an 

merican. 


There is something reminiscent in the statement, “it’s rather dangerous 
for perfectly respectable Chinese to mind their own business these days.” 

Expressions extremely similar appeared in the northern press during 
the days just following the Atlanta riots. And with them was a tendency, 
not as vigorous as of old, but nevertheless apparent, to criticise is “bar- 
barous” the civilization and viewpoint-of the entire community. 

It appears from the Sigel incident in New York, and the less tragic 
developments on the Pacific slope, that the psychology of racial antipathy is 
much the same everywhere. 

Given a pretext, the prejudice bubbles forth almost sponianeously and the 
entire community affected has to bear the stigma for what is generally the 
outbreak only of its more lawless and less controlled elements. 

From all of which it appears, cynical as the observation may seem, that 
sections are drawn together by their lower, no less than their higher at- 
tributes.

They Complained About

company. It was alleged that the day 
coaches furnished for negro passengers 
in the southeastern states were not 
equal to those provided for white peo- 
ple; 
car accommodations, 
were refused food in 
solely on account of their color. * 

At the hearing of the case the com- 
plaint as to the dav coaches was aban- 
doned in view of the weight of testi- 
mony to the contrary, and with respect 
to the dining car facilities the alle- 
gations were modified by concession. 
Most of the complainants and their 
witnesses testified that they actually 
did ride on sleeping cars. 

It is held by the commission, in tits 
decision, that undue discrimination or 
prejudice was not shown, and the com- 
plaint, therefore, was dismissed.

, DECLINE IN COTTON 


Market Was Nervous and Ir- 
regular During Day, Clos- 
ing at Net Decline. 


New York, June 29.—The cotton 
market was very nervous and irregu- 
lar today, and while there was an ac- 
tive demand from leading bulls, the 
close was barely steady at a net de- 
cline of 5@12 points, as a result of 
realizing. 

The market opened barely steady at 
a decline of 5@10 points and soon 
sold about 8 to 13 points net lower, 
in response to disappointing Liver- 
pool futures, better weather reports, 
the idea that a bullish government 
condition report on Friday had been 
discounted, and heavy realizing for 
over the approaching holidays, It also 
seemed as though some of the local 
professionals were selling short for a 
turn, but around 11.50 for December, 
leading bull interests became very 
heavy buyers, checking the decline. 
For a time prices showed little change 
with orders very well divided, but the 
confidence shown by the bull party 
Suggested that long lines would be 
carried over the government report 
and following reports from Washing- 
ton that storm warnings had been or- 
dered for Florida and the South At- 
lantic coast the market turned decid- 
edly firmer on covering by early sell- 
ers, and rebuying by sold out bulls.
